FROM France. 

Our foreign intelligence is down to the 
12th of March from Paris, arid to the I4th 
from London. The French newspapers 
are occupied in discussing the new min- 
isterial arrangements, as Louis Phillipe 
is without a ministry again. The disso- 
lution of the last cabinet seems to have 
had no reference to the American Indem- 
nity. The chambers have not yet acted

FJx-Judge Underwood in his phillipic 
to the E!kton Convention, denounces 
General Jackson as an usurper, anti 
charged him with e.vcrci.'ing e.xlraordi- 
nary powers over the public treasury. 
Will that canting hyp<»criic give us his 
authority for this libel on the President. 
In that letter “Smooth and Easy” re- 
marks : — 

“When charged by some with abuse, 
by others with usurpation, he has claim- 
ed the custody of the public treasure, as 
though it were parcel of the appurtenan- 
ces of his ttffice, and DENIE8 I O CON- 
GRESS THE POWER TO DIVEST 
HIM OF IT ” 

This bold assertion of the JEx -Judge 
was made nti doubt with malice prepencr^ 
to misrepresent the views of the Presi- 
dent knowingly and willfully — and as 
the falsehraal has been propagated from 
high places besides, we shall once more 
nail it to the counter. In tt.e last mes- 
sage of l’re^ident Jackson to Congress, 
he distinctly iiivites the action of that 
body as to the custody of the public treas- 
sure. He says; — 

“The attention of Congress is earne.st- 
ly invited tolhe regulation of the deposits 
in the State Banks, by law. Although 
the power now exercised by the Execu- 
tive Department in this behalf, is only 
such as was uniformly exerted through 
every Adminislrntion from the origin ol 
the Government up to the establishment 
of the present Bank, yet, it is one which 
is susceptible of regulation by law. and, 
therefore, ought to be regulated. The 
power of Congress to direct in what 
places the Treasurer shall keep the mon- 
ey in the Treasury, and to impo.“e restric- 
tions upon the Executive authority, in re- 
lation to their custody and removal, is 
unlimited, and its exercise will rather he 
courted than discouraged by those public 
officers and agents on whom rests the res 
ponsibility for th^ir safety.” 

THE COVRT OF^PPEALS. 

This tribunal constitutes -lubstantially 
the Judicial Department of the Slate 
Government, and as such is co-ordinate, 
co-extensive, and in its sphere co-equal 
with the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth. It pronounces in all cases 
what is the law of the land, and what 
the meaning anil inierprciatiot; ol all 
statutes, and no authority in the state can 
in any case say to this supreme court that 
its decision is erroneous. Its determina- 
tions are conclusive upon the civil rights 
of every ci'izen. This tremendous pow- 
er is vested in three men, who, ex neces 
situte, arc fallible like the rest of man- 
kind, and it is held by a tenure, with or- 
dinary prudence, amounting to an inde- 
feasible life estate. 

It will readily be conceded that the 
most incorruptible integrity, combined 
with the hig est altaiiimeiits in legal 
|»0'vledge, practical experience, matur- 



ed judgment in legal disquisitions, pro- 
fcs.sional eminence, patient, laborious and 
industrious habits, and dignity of deport- 
ment are essential to a judge of such a 
court But in addition to all these qual- 
ifications he should be not only impartial 
but possess the confidence of the public 
jof all parlies. P.irtiznns, political aspir- 
|anls, and office hunters, have no business 
on the bench of the Court of Appeals. 
We have reference to those persons who 
exercise the power and patronage of of- 
fice to promote the purposes of their par- 
ly, or to advance the fortunes of their 
friends, and to those who accept office 
temporarily as a point of elevation from 
which to reach tome higher object of 
grasping ambition, and to those who seek 
offices for the sake of the salaries annex-

We believe that there 
are at least one hundred men at the bar, 
and on the benches ofthe circuit courts 
of our state, decidedly better qualified 
than Mr. Marshall for the bench of the 
Court of Appeals, but they are not rela- 
ted to Mr. Clay. 

Now how absolutely and supremely 
contemptible are the clamors uf the Clay 
party in Kentucky, about the appoint- 
ment of partizans and favorites to office 
by Gen. Jackson. What they would do 
in the Union if they had the power, may 
be argued from what they do in this state 
where they have the power. Thank 
God, the elevation of Mr. Clay to the Pre 
sidency is now a desperate prospect ;bti 
if such an event could happen, it would 
be the triumph of aristocracy and proud 
arrogance, and family favoritism, over 
mridest merit in the ranks ofthe common 
people — it would be the establishment of 
a party and of principles which would 
most certainly lead to monarchy and a 
priviledged hereditary nobility. 

In a country governed by the influence 
and intrigues ofa few wealthy 4* powerful 
families, combined together by a .'■pirit of 
self aggrandizement, the sacrifice of pop- 
ular rights, am! the traiisi'ion to ranks 
and titles and regal authority is certain 
and speedy. 

All the original uppointmen's of Gov. 
.Moreliead of the least importance, have 
been from the upper ranks, or notables, 
ofhis own party. The re-iippointmcni 
ofthe altornev of this dis< riel, has been 
Imasied < f. But it should be known that 
Gov. Moreliead had not the shadow of a 
pretext to supercede Mr. Hariison. He 
had given such universal satisfaction that 
there was not a lawyer in the district 
who would have permitted his name to 
be mentioned in opposition to him; still 
we think it likely, that, notwithstanding 
the undoubted qtialificiilion of Mr. Har 
rison, his connexion with Mr. Clay’s 
family was his safest recommeiidation 
with his Clayish Excellency. The su- 
perseding of Mr. Holt, in the Jefferson 
district was most shameful. No one will 
pretend to compare Frank Johnson ns a 
prosecuting attorney with him. But 
Frank John.soii wanted the office — he 
was a devoted par'isan of Mr. Clay — he 
had iiniicd with Mr. Clay in the betrayal 
ofKentiicky when the memorable latr- 
gaiii was made with Mr. Adams to jug- 
gle the people out of their choice for Pre- 
sident, and for-ooih he niiisl have it. 

We hope, and we believe, that, there 
is a republican spirit, and a love of jus 
lice and civil and political libenv in Ihe 
people of Kentucky, which will prompt 
them to decide :he first opportunity indig- 
nantly to pul to flight the selfish, ambi- 
tious and unprincipled faction which now 
misgoverns them, and to restore the cap- 
ital and the reins uf government to their 
true and faithful representatives elected 
bv their free suffrages — representatives 
H'ho will look to the public good, and the 
great interests of the stale in the exer- 
cise of the powers entrusted to them — 
and a Governor who will basely bow to 
the dictates of no self constituted tyrani, 
nor cling to the skirts of no umbitiuiis 
leader.

Having had no 
agency directly or indirectly, in making 
the publication in the Spotting Magazine 
ol ihe artiedes headed “Tennessee •cs 
t\cntucky,”lo which you refer, I for'vard- 
ed your letter to .Mr. Jackson; who, in re- 
ply, stated, that he knew nothing of the 
publication, until he read it in the .Maga- 1 
zine; that he had never been at voiir sia-| 
bles, nor had he any conversation withl 
you on the subject of making races, in 
any wsiy, until you accosted hint, in an 
angry lone, in my presence, and com- 
plained of his bantering your horses. 
Had you enquired of ii«, before you at-
